ChurlcK Black, nged 22, si Belgian tad 
who had Icon in Waukegan a year, Fri- 
day morning confessed that just an hour 
after he hud been relented from serving a 
ten day sentence fur chicken Bleating, he 
had brought six sawa and a file into the 
county jail to aid in the planned whole- 
wale delivery of the prisoners. 
\ Arretted on a clue furnished hy one of 
' the men he would have aided, John Vin- 
cent, he is the mean* of directly fastening 
thofruiltrfor the attempted jail breaking 
on George Sliriudvnow serving a sentence 
n Jolict for grand larceny, nnd an Vin- 
cent himself. 

At the siime time block blasts forever 
his hopes of marrying a pretty Ilalgian 
- girl whose heart if broken,, nnd is run nine 
chances of totting his disgrace be known 
by his father,, n wealthy Belgian mer- 
chant. 

Black, he confessed is an assumed name 
his real name being Frank Rcckloen. 

The plot to effect the wholesale delivery 
of the prisoners in the county jail, includ- 
ing two murderers, became known general- 
ly and Friday morning came to a climax. 
Sheriff Griftin admitted that John Vin- 
cent and James" Meltoy had revealed to 
Deputy Sheriff Thayer n plot on the part 
" of St rnub to saw his way through Hie barB 
to freedom last Friday. The two aliened 
that they bad caught Straub nnd scared 
him off. 

At the same time Sheriff Griffin was on 
bit way to Joliet with Slraub who began 
an indeterminate, sentence for grand lar- 
ceny Tuesdny, nnd Straub was telling him 
how Meltoy nnd Vincent had plotted to es- 
cape. 

In the stories that the trio toht the 
sheriff got'acluo to the effect tiim n«j al- 
leged chicken thief had concealed ft tea and 
saws with which to escape In n hug of 
fruit which he had brought to the prison- 
ers. It was thus easy to affix th* guilt 
for this part of the plot on Black, who was 
arrested. Ho had just completed a ten 
■ days sentence. - . 

Here is Black'* story, told after the 
officers arrested htm at .the home of Arthur 
Bray on Uticn street, where he hod secured 
work about the place: 

On Thursday the 21, when I left the jail 
after serving my sentence, Vincent came 
to me and told me that, when I got out. I 
should take a note to Lanyon's hardware 
■tore where I would be given a package. 
Straub handed me el. 50 to pay for the 
package and when 1 got out, I went there 
and delivered the note, I was handed the 
package (which later turned out to be saws 
and the file) and I took it back to the jail. 

Mr. Thayer let me in and when I took 
up a package of fruit I handed in the saws 
which I got at Lanyon's. 

I did not open the package so did not 
know what it contained, Vincent prom- 
ised me' that he would give me f 200 or 9300 
when he cot out, nnd ho explained that he 
was going to aaw his way out of jail at 
once. Ho said he would gtvo me the 
money and then, for the first time, I knew 
the package contained something which 
would help them get out oE jail. Yes, I 
was ' sorry then, but I had done it nnd 
could' t help It then. 

The only ones who talked to rae about it 
were Vincent and Straub. Melloy never 
bad anything to do with it. 

I had fifteen cents loft after buying the 
saws and the fruit and I kept that myself, 
I have told the whole truth nnd will tell it 
again when you want rae to. 

A. warrant was sworn out against Black 
' charging him with seeking to- aid in the 
escape of the prisoners of the jail, and he 
wan bound to the grand jury in -bonds of 
9300, waiving examination before Justice 
Hope.

Belonging to the TombaughB, silver 
knives urn) forks, napkin rings, spoon- 
holders and plated ware, $7 or #8 in cash, 
taken from Mrs. Tombaugh's pocket book. 
Other articles of value: 

S. Wendt, an employe of 
the North Shore Electric Company, a pair 
of buttons and a moonstone stud. 

Mrs. Torahaugh returned to the residence' 
at about 5:30 and found a rear window 
open, while drawers of the cabinets, desks 
and bureaus had been opened and gone 
through, although there was do ruinous 
ruu sacking.

Wife and Children Starve 

Before his Eyes 



■ Sensational developments are expected 
in the arguments leading to a new trial 
for Harold Mitchell at this, the December 
term of the circuit court. 

Attempts will bo made to impeach the 
testimony of Win. J. Smith, editor of the 
Waukegan Daily Gazette, , a mysterious 
man who was a pi isonor in the county jail 
at the time when Smith -got bis alleged 
interview with Mitchell being the means 
of impeachment, according to word from 
Zion City. 

Smith testified that .Mitchell had told 
him how In-. Mitchell, had twistsd the 
limbs of the murdered Mrs. Grcenbnlgh, 
nnd how he, Mitchell hud . aided in her 
death. 

The point attacked, is that Mitchell 
touched the murdered woman's limbs, ub 
tho testimony at the coroner's Inquest 
shows that Mm. Mitchell and Waller 
Greenhalgh attended to thin part of the 
fantastic and horrible ceremonies attend- 
ant upon the death. 

The Zion City Municipal Ipague has 
taken up the fight and after having raised 
funds for trannctibiug the evidence in tho 
Inst trial in which Mitchell was convicted 
but not sentenced has succeeded in raking 
up the unknown. . 

The witness may i's Charles Snnsom, 
free love leader and arch fanatic, who jt is 
said was in the jail when Mitchell, was 
first brought there. There is nothing' pos- 
itive about this however, and the Muniei- 
palleaguo is said to be keeping the iden- 
tity of its witness n close secret. 

Tho witness who was confined in the 
county jail at tho time of tho Smith inter- 
view, or who was visiting there at the 
same time, is expected, it is said, to testify" 
that Smith's story on the witness stand at 
the last hearing was *d fabrication, made 
up of everything that he ever heard or 
read about the Greenbalg case. 

The defense has long sought such a wit- 
ness as the unknown, but its move actually 
to impeach testimony as alleged is. a new 
one. 

The principal move of the defense for n 
new trial will be.thnt Smith's name was 
not listed bb that of a witness in the in- 
dictment as the regular form; prescribes, 
nnd there was no notice to the defense that 
Smith would be called to the stand. 

The entrance of tho Municipal Leaguq is 
also a now feature in the defense and shows 
how the fanatics of v Zion aro to fight for 
their own kind.

Picture a middle aged man lying at 
death's door, unable to more a muscle, a 
wife, half clothed, with three little children 
hardly able to walk crying nround her beg- 
ging for something to eat. This is the 
scene that Captnin Cook of the Volunteers 
cf America looked upon Monday evening 
on Marion street in the city of Waukegan. 

Lying upon n bed that would hardly fit 
in tho room lay a man suffering with pneu- 
monia, a man who bad before his sickness 
made good wages, a man who had always 
looked after bis family, a man. who was 
and is destitute lying nt death's door, dy- 
ing while his mind is filled with floating 
visions of his wife whom ho had sworn to 
protect and care for. 

She itood sadly on wondering how she 
could get something to cat for herself and 
her three small children . 

Captain Conk stales that he has seen 
many sights in his career but that he has 
never seen anything quite as pathetic as 
this scene. 

The family are foreigners, moneyless, 
without. food, without coal, without a bed 
to steep 'in, still they look on and seen) to 
have hopes thnt their husband and father 
may ,get better tu look after the needs of 
the family. 

Captain Cook was stopped on the streets 
in the afternoon Monday and was informed 
of the destitute condition of this particular 
family which lives on the corner of South 
avenue and Marion street in a tittle shuck 
that is not fit to be rented. 

lie lost no lime but immediately went 
to the borne where he found the fnmily in 
the condition described above. He tm 
mediately asked the county for aid and 
dove into his own pocket and bought 
meat bread nnd supplies. 
, The family it seems has not bnd any- 
thing to eat for some time. Tne captain 
had no more than given the eatables to tho 
kind hearted mother than she imuiidiately 
gave the three half clothed children some- 
thing to eat, and they eat greedily. 

The captain found thut the poor old man 
was being attended by one of Waukegan's 
kindhearted doctors who was giving his 
services and his medicine free of charge. 
- The captain oa looking over the bouse 
found that there was but one bed for these 
five people to sleep in. 

The poor sick man would have to lie idlo 
and watch his wife and the three children 
crawl in beside him without being able to 
move from the middle of the bed. 

People in general should, according to 
Captain Cook, forget that there is anything 
like a foreign mission and call for people 
to aid in the protection of Its own people 
in a destitute condition. 

The captain intends to take a bed, mat- 
tress and bed clothes to, the scene and will 
be glad to get any donations that people 
care to give to the support of these desti- 
tute people,-

The Austrian, whose name was not filed 
with the police and who is now believed 
to have left on the first train Saturday 
evening, went down to the Northwestern 
depot at 1 :S0 Saturday afternoon and find- 
ing that his train would not come in for 
some t iiner made up his mind to tnke a 
walk north along the railroad tracks. 

At a point thnt he describes as fifteen or 
twenty minutes' walk north along the track 
he told the police a man sprang at trim

In the man's hand. was n revolver. - 

"Hands up," he said grimly, "or 1*11 
shoot." 

At the same time he wns joined by a pal 
who proceeded to loot the Austrian's pock- 
ets. The plunder the two got consisted of 
n ticket to Minnesota valued nt #11. 43 and 
$42 in cash. 

Tho two yeggmen then ordered their 
victim to go south und leveling the gun at 
him, hacked away until they were at a 
safe distance when they" broke into a run 
and were soon out of sight on the flat, 
where small brush and trees are numerous. 

White the robbery took place near, 2 in 
the afternoon, it was not reported to the 
police until near in the evening, when It 
waB too lata to get any clue to'lke Identity 
of the yeggmen or to capture them. -

Silver Lake Being Dragged for 

Body of Anthony Fredson, 

Former High School Boy 



FIND PAPERS ON SHORE 



Boy Has Been Missing and It Is Feared Ha 

Has Either Committed Suicide or 

Has Been Accidentally Drowned 



People living in the vicinity o£ Silver 
Lake have been dragging in the. lake for 
the body of a young man supposed to be 
Anthony Fred son of Pleasant Prairie, a 
former student of the Kenosha high school 
who it is thought was drowned In the lake 
on Wednesday evening of last week. 

Thursday morning JubUcu Dtuim of 
Salem, telephoned to the Bheriff that the 
body of Fredson bad been found in the 
lake, but that proved to be a mistake and 
no trace of Fredson or las body hits as yet 
been found. Young Fredson bnd been 
living with liis father Jorgen Fredson In 
the town of Plensnnt Prairie and it is said 
thnt lie had been missing from his home 
for only a short timo. Wednesday after- 
noon a young man said to answer the de- 
scription of Fredson, was seen walking 
along the shores of the lake. Later in the 
evening an insurance policy and' a lot of 
other papers evidently belonging. to Fred- 
son were found on the shore of the take.- 

Fredson was nineteen years of age and 
iesaid to be a boy of unusual temperament 

He was formerly a student of the Keno- 
sha high school, but he gave up his school 
work souie time ago and has since been 
working at the homo of his father. Fred- 
son had been nt work on an invention and 
it i-i thought possible that his mind might 
hnve become deranged by constant work 
on this invention and that he wandered 
away from home. 

Samuel Fredson his brother, went to 
Silver Lake on Thursday to make some 
effort to solve the mystery of the finding of' 
the papers belonging to his brother. 

The people in the Silver Lake neighbor- 
hood seem to be convinced that the boy 
was drowned on Wednesdny, as they claim 
that he acted fo queerly that they wutched 
for his return from the shores of the lake 
but that he was not seen later in the eve- 
ning. No trace of Fredson's hat or cloth- 
ing has been found about the hike and the 
friends of the boy hold that even if he was 
drowned his hat would be found floating, 
on the lake. It is possible that the boy 
threw the papers on the bank of the lake- 
in order to give the Impression : that he 
was drowned and then went to some other - 
part of the county. The search for him is 
still being continued.

CONTROL OF CORPORATIONS AND 

RAILROADS TO PREVENT 

OVERCAPITALIZATION. 



Believes This Would Solve the Prob- 
lem Together with Provision for 
More Elastic Currency — Recom- 
mends Postal Banks and Asks for 
Legislation Along Many Lines. 



Washington, Dec. a. — President 
, Jlooacvdt'H annual message to congress 
ts ii voluminous document of nearly 
. 10,000 words, by far tho longest mes- 
■*ge he has ever submitted to congress, 
The opening subject of the message is 
the financial condition of the country, 
and for which the president lays much 
of the blame upon unscrupulous stock 
speculators, nnd says: 

"In any largo body of men, however, 
there are certain to be some who nro 
dishonest, nnd If the conditions are 
such that these men prosper 'or com- 
mit their misdeeds with Impunity, their 
example Is a very evil thing for the 
community. Where these men are busi- 
ness man of great sagacity and of tem- 
perament both unscrupulous and reck- 
less, and whore tho conditions are such 
that they act without supervision or 
control and at first without effective 
check from public opinion, thoy delude 
many Innocent people Into making In- 
vestments or embarking in kinds of 
business thnt are realty unsound. 
When the misdeeds of these successful- 
ly dishonest mon are discovered, suf- 
fering comes not only upon thorn, but 
upon the Innocent men whom they 
have misled. It Is a painful awakening, 
whenever It occurs; and. naturally, 
when It docs occur those who suffer 
are apt to forget' that the longer It was 
deferred the more painful It would be. 
la the effort to punish the guilty' It Its 
both wise nnd proper to endeavor so 
far as possible to minimize tho dis- 
tress of those who have been misled by 
the guilty. Yet It Is not possible to 
refrain because of such distress from 
striving to put an end to the misdeeds 
that are the ultimate causes of the suf- 
fering, and, as a means to this end, 
where possible to punish those re- 
sponsible for them. There may be hon- 
est differences of opinion as to many 
governmental policies; but surely t litre 
can be no such differences as to the 
need of unflinching perseverance In tho 
war against successful dishonesty." 

He quotes at length from his mes- 
sage of last year In which he advo- 
cated federal control of corporations 
doing Interstate business, and believes 
that In such control would be found the 
remedy for overcapitalization and 
■ t<irk speculation which he believes 
have brought about the present finan- 
cial conditions. lie says: 

"Our steady aim should be by legis- 
lation, cautiously and carefully under- 
taken, but resolutely persevered In. to 
assert tho sovereignty of the national 
government by attlrmatlve action. 

"This Is only In farm an Innovation. 
In cubstancc It Is merely a restoration: 
for from tho earliest tlmo such regula- 
tion of Industrial activities has been 
recognized In the action of the law- 
making bodies; and all that I propose 
la to meet tho changed conditions In 
such manner as will prevent tho com- 
monwealth abdicating tho power It has 
always possessed, not only in this coun- 
try, but also In England before and 
since this country became a separate 
.nation. 

Federal Control of 
.Railroad* la Favored. 

1 "Xo small part of the trouble that wo 
hard comes from carrying to an ex- 
treme the national virtue of self-re- 
llnnce. of Independence In Initiative 
and action. It Is wlso to conserve this 
virtue and to provide for Its fullest ex- 
ercise, compatible with seeing that lib- 
erty docs not become a liberty to 
wrong others. Unfortunately, thin Is 
the kind of liberty that the lack of all 
effective regulation Inevitably breeds. 
The founders of tho constitution pro- 
vided that tho national government 
' should have complete and sole- control 
of Interstate commerce. There was 
then practically no Interstate business 
save such as was conducted by water, 
and this tho national government at 
once proceeded to regulate In thorough- 
going and effecttvo fashion. Condi- 
tions have now so wholly changed that 
the Interstate commerce by water Is In- 
significant compared with the amount 
that goes by land, and almost all big 
business concerns are now engaged in 
Interstate commerce. As a result, It 
* can be but partially and Imperfectly 
controlled or regulated by the action of 
any one of tho several states; such ac- 
tion Inevitably tending to be either too 
drastic or else too lax. and In either 
case ineffective for purposes of Justice. 
Only the national government can In 
' thoroughgoing fashion exercise the 
needed control. This does not mean 
that there should be any extension of 
'federal authority, for such authority 
• already exists under the constitution In 
amplest and most far-reaching form; 
but It does mean that there should bo 
an extension of federal activity. This 
Is not advocating centralization. It Is 
merely looking facts In the /uco, and 
•• realizing .that centralization In business 
has already come nnd can not be avoid- 
ed, or undone, and that the public at 
large can only protect Itself from cer- 

- tain evil effects of this business cen- 
tralization by providing better methods 
for the exercise of control through the 
authority already centralized In tho 
national government by the conslltu*. 
tlon Itself. There must be no halt In 
the healthy constructive course of ac- 
tion which this nation has elected to 
pursue, and has steadily pursued, dur- 
ing the last six years, as shown' both In 
the legislation of the congress and the 
administration of the law by the de- 
partment of Justice.- The moat vital 

- need Is In connection with tho railroads. 
As to these, In my Judgment there 
should now be either a national Incor- 
poration act or a law licensing railway 

- companies to engage In' Interstate com- 
, mercq upon certain conditions. The law 

should be so framed as to give to tho 
Interstate commerce- commission power 
to pnsB upon the futuro Issue of securi- 
ties, while- ample means should bo pro'-' 
. vlded to enable tho commission, when- 
ever In Its Judgment'lt.lu necessary, to 
make a physical valuation of any rail- 
road. As I stated |n my message to the 
congress n year ago, railroads should 
be given power to .enter Into ngrce- 
t mm tti. suhji ut to Eh oho ii;rreenunU be- 
" iiyj ijaW luibllo'ln minute detail and to 



the consent of the Interstate commerce 
commission being first obtained. Until 
the national government assumes 
proper control of Interstate commerce, 
in the exercise of the authority It al- 
ready possesses. It will be Impossible 
either to give to or to get from the 
railroads full justice. The railroads 
nnd all other grcnt corporations will 
do well to recognize that this control 
must come; the only Question Is as to 
what governmental body can most 
wisely exorcise It. The courts will de- 
termine the limits within which the 
federal authority can exercise It, and 
there wltl still remain ample work 
within each state far the railway com- 
mission of that state; and tho national 
Interstate commerce commission will 
work In harmony with the several state 
commissions, each within its own prov- 
ince, to achieve tho desired end. 
Control at Interstate 
Ilnslnesa Concerns Urged. 

"Moreover, In my judgment there should 
be additional legislation looking to the 
proper control or tho great business con- 
cerns engaged in interstate business, this 
control to be exercised for their own 
betietlt and prosperity no less than for 
tho protection of Investors and of tho* 
general public. As I have repeatedly 
euld In messages to congress and else- 
where, experience hits definitely shown 
nut merely the unwisdom but tho futility 
of endeavoring to put a stop to all busi- 
ness combinations. Modern industrial 
conditions are such that combination Is 
not only necessary but Inevitable. It Is 
so In the world of business Just ns it Is 
so in the world of labor, and tt Is as Idle 
to desire to put an end to all corpora- 
tions, to all big combinations of capital, 
as to desire to put an end to combina- 
tions uf labor. Corporation and labor 
union alike have come to stay. Each If 
properly maun Red Is a source of good 
and not evil. Whenever In cither there 
Is evil, It should be promptly held to ac- 
count; but It should receive hearty en- 
couragement so long as It Is properly 
manuged. It is profoundly Immoral to 
put or keep on the statute books a law, 
nominally In the interest of public moral- 
ity, that realty puts a premium upon 
public Immorality, * by undertaking to 
forbid honest men from doing what must 
he done under modern business condi- 
tions, so that the law Itself provides that 
Its own Infraction must bo tho condition 
precedent upon business success. To aim 
at the accomplishment of too much usu- 
ally means the accomplishment of too lit- 
tle, and often the doing of positive dam- 
age. 

"Tho antitrust law should not be re- 
pealed; but It should be made both more 
efficient and more In harmony with nct- 
ual conditions. It should bo so amended 
ns lo forbid only tho kind of combination 
which does harm to the general public, 
such amendment to bo accompanied by, 
or lo bo an incident of. a grant of su- 
pervisory power to the government over 
these big corporations engaged In Inter- 
state business. This should he accom- 
panied by provision for tho compulsory 
publication of accounts and the subjec- 
tion of books and papers to tho Inspec- 
tion of tho government officials. A be- 
ginning has already been mudo for such 
supervision by the establishment of tho 
bureau of corporations. 

"The antitrust law should not prohibit 
combinations that do no injustice to the 
public, still less those the existence of 
which Is on the whole of benefit to the 
public. But even If this feature or tho 
law were abolished, there would remain 
aB an equally objectionable feature the 
difficulty and delay now Incident to its 
enforcement. Tho government must now 
submit to Irksome and repented delays 
before obtaining a final decision of the 
courts upon proceedings Instituted, and 
even n favorable decree may mean an 
empty victory. Moreover, to attempt to 
control these corporations by lawsuits 
means to Impose upon both the depart- 
ment of Justice and tho courts an Im- 
possible burden; It Is not feasible to carry 
on more than a limited number of such 
suits. Such a law to be really effective 
must of course be administered by an 
executive body, and not merely by means 
of lawsuits. The design should be to 
prevent tho abuses Incident to the. crea- 
tion of unhealthy and improper combina- 
tions, Instead- of walling until they are 
in existence and then attempting to de- 
stroy them by civil or criminal proceed- 
ings. 

Investing Public Should 
lie Amply Safeguarded. 

"The congress has the power to charter 
corporations to engage In tnterstato and 
foreign commerce, and a general law can 
be enacted under tho provisions of which 
existing corporations could take out fed- 
eral charters and new federal corpora- 
tions could be created. An essential pro- 
vision of such a law should be a method 
of predetermining by some federal board 
or commission whether the applicant for 
a federal charter was an association or 
combination within tho restrictions of the 
federal law. Provision should also be 
made for complete publicity In all matters 
affecting the public and complete protec- 
tion to the Investing public and the share- 
holders In the matter of Issuing corporate 
securities. If an incorporation law Is not 
deemed advisable, a license act for big 
Interstate, corporations might be enacted; 
or a combination of tho two might be 
tried. The supervision established might 
be analogous to that now exercised over 
national banks. At least, the antitrust 
act should be supplemented by specific 
prohibitions of the methods which ex- 
perience has shown, havo been of most 
service In enabling monopolistic combina- 
tions to crush out competition. The real 
owners of a corporation should be com- 
pelled to do business in their own name. 
The right to hold stock In other corpora- 
tions should hcareafter be denied to Inter- 
state corporations, unless on approval by 
tho proper government officials, and a 
prerequisite to such approval nhould be 
the listing with the government of all 
owners and stockholders, both by the 
corporation owning such stock and by 
tho corporations In which such stock Is 
owned. 

"To confer upon the national govern- 
ment, In connection with the amendment 
*I advocate In the antitrust law, power or 
supervision over big business concerns 
engaged In Interstate commerce, would 
benefit them as It has benefited tho na- 
tional banks. in tho recent business 
crisis it Is noto worthy that tho Institu- 
tions which failed were Institutions 
which were not under the supervision and 
control of the national government. 
Those which were under national con- 
trol stood, tho teat. 

"National control of the kind above ad- 
vocated would be to the benefit of every 
well-managc-d railway. From the stand- 
point of tho public, there Is need for ad- 
ditional tracks, adltlanal terminals, and 
improvements In the actual handling of 
the railroads; and all this as rapidly as 
possible. Ample, safe, and speedy trans- 
portation facilities are even more neces- 
sary than cheap transportation. There- 
fore, there Is need for the Investment of 
money which will provide for all these 
things while at the same time securing as 
fan as Is possible better wages and 
shorter hours- for tholr employes. There- 
fore, while there must be Just and. rea- 
sonable regulation of rates, we should be 
the first to protest against any arbitrary 
and -unthinking movement to out them 
down without the fullest and most care- 
ful consideration -of all Interests con- 
cerned and of tho actual needs of the 
situation. Only a special body of men 
acting for the national government un- 
der authority conferred upon It by the 
congress Is competent to pass Judgment 
on such a mutter. 
Greater Elasticity In; 
Currency In Urged, 

Tho president quote 
lil* last 



prosldent qii6tc^;«t>»sfvely f rom 
it massage in 'dealing with ,tho dl- 



rect subject of currency legislation, and 
says; 

"X again urge on the congress the need 
of Immediate attention to this matter. 
We need a ureal er elasticity In our cur- 
rency; provided, of course, that we'rocog- 
nlio the even greater need of a safe and 
secure currency. There must always be 
tho most rigid examination by the na- 
tional authorities. Provision should be 
made for an emergency currency. The 
emergency Issue should, of course, be 
mads with nn effective guaranty, and up- 
on conditions carefully prescribed by tho 
government. Such emergency Issue must 
be based on adequate securities approved 
by the government, and must be Issued 
under a heavy tax. This, would permit 
currency being Issued when the demand 
for It wus urgent, while securing Its re- 
tirement ns the demand fell off. It Is 
worth investigating to determine whether 
officers and directors of national hanks 
should ever be allowed to loan to them-' 
selves. Trust companies, should be sub- 
ject to the same supervision as banks; 
legislation to this olTcct should bo en- 
acted for the District of Columbia and 
l hn territories. 

"Tot We*-musl nlso remember that even 
the wisest legislation on the subject can 
only accomplish a certain amount. No 
legislation can by any possibility guar- 
antee the business community against tho 
results of* speculative folly any more than 
It can guarantee nn Individual against the 
results of his extravagance. When an In- 
dividual mortgages his house to buy an 
automobile he Invites disaster; and when 
wealthy men. or men who poso rb such, 
or aro unscrupulously or foolishly eager 
to become such, indulge In reckless spec- 
ulation—especially if It Is accompanied by 
dishonesty— they Jeopardize not only their 
own futuro but the future of all their in- 
nocent fellow-eltlzcns, for thoy expose 
tho whole business community to panic 
and distress." 

He advises ngnlnst any general tariff 
legislation this session of congress, and 
says: 

"In a country of such phenomenal 
growth as ours It Is probably welt that 
every dozen years or so the tariff laws 
should bo carefully scrutinized so, as lo 
sea that no excessive or Improper bene- 
fits are conferred thereby, that proper 
revenuo Is provided, and that our 
foreign trado is encouraged. There 
must always bo as a minimum 
a tariff which will not only al- 
low for the collection of an ample rev- 
enue hut which will at least make 
good the difference In cost of production 
here and abroad; that Is, the difference In 
the labor cost here and abroad, for tho 
well-being of the wage-worker must ever 
be a cardinal point of American policy. 
Tho question should be approached pure- 
ly from a business standpoint; both the 
time nnd the manner of the change being 
such as to arouse the minimum of agi- 
tation nnd disturbance In the business 
world, nnd to give tho least play for 
selfish and factional motives. The sole 
consideration should be to sec thnt the 
sum total of changes represent the pub- 
lic good. This means that the subject 
cannot with wisdom be dealt with In the 
year preceding a presidential election, be- 
cause as a mutter of fact experience has 
conclusively shown that at such n tlmo 
It Is Impossible to get men to treat It from 
tho standpoint of the public good. In my 
Judgment tho wise time to deal with the 
matter Is Immediately after such clec- 
llon." 

lie asks for the repeal of the tariff on 
paper and wood pulp. 

He reviews and enlarges upon his pre- 
vious recommendations for tho enact- 
ment of federal Inheritance and Incomo 
tax laws. 

Attention Is called to the prosecution of 
wealthy offenders against the national 
laws, and In this connection ha asks that 
the laws under which these prosecutions 
uro brought be strengthened and mado 
more definite. 

The Use and (he 
Abuse of Injunctions. 

"Instances of abuse In the granting of 
Injunctions In labor disputes continue to 
occur, and the resentment in tho minds 
of those who foe) that their rights aro 
being invaded and their liberty of action 
nnd or speech unwarrantably restrained 
continues lo grow. Much of the attack 
on the use of the process of Injunction In 
wholly without warrant; but 1 am con- 
strained to express the belief that for 
some of It there Is warrant. This ques- 
tion Is becoming more and more of prime 
Importance, and unless tho court* will 
thcmaolvca deal with It In effective man- 
ner, it Is certain ultimately to demand 
some form of legislative action. It would 
be most unfortunate for our social wel- 
fare if wo should permit many honest 
nnd law-abiding citizens to feel that 
they had Just cause for regarding our 
courts with hostility. I earnestly com- 
mend to tho attention of the congress 
this matter, so that some way may be 
devised which will limit tho abuse of in— - 
Junctions and protect those rights which 
from time to time It unwarrantably In- 
vades. Moreover, discontent Is often ex- 
pressed with the use of the process of 
injunction by the courts, not only In la- 
bor disputes, but where state taws aro 
concerned, I refrain from discussion of 
this question as I am informed that it 
will soon receive tho consideration of the 
supremo court." 

Of other legislation In the Interest of 
labor, he favors federal inspection of rail- 
roads: providing limited but definite com- 
pensation for accidents to all workmen 
employed In any way by the government, 
and says: 

"The constitutionality of the employers* 
liability act passed by the preceding con- 
gress has been carried before the courts. 
In two Jurisdictions tho law has been de- 
clared unconstitutional, nnd In three Juris- 
dictions Its constitutionality has been af- 
firmed. Tho question has been carried to 
tn0 supreme court, the case hna been 
heard by that tribunal, and a decision Is 
expected ut an early date. In tho event 
Hint the court should affirm the consti- 
tutionality of the act, I urge further leg- 
islation along the lines advocated In my 
mCHsage to the preceding congress. The 
practice of putting tho entire burden of 
loss of life or limb upon the victim or 
tuo victim's family Is a form of social In- 
justice In which the United States stands 
In unenviable prominence. In' both our 
federal and our state legislation we have, 
with few exceptions. scarcely gone 
farther' than the repeal of the fellow- 
servant principle of the old law of liabil- 
ity, and In some of our states even this 
slight modification of a complete out- 
grown principle has not yet been se- 
cured." * 

He favors the extension of tha eight- 
hour law to all departments of the gov- 
ernment, and to all' work carried on by 
the government. He urges legislation 
for the compulsory Investigation of, in- 
dustrial disputes, and says: • 

'"Tho need for some provision for such 
Investigation was forcibly Illustrated 
during the psst summer. A strike of 
telegraph operators seriously Interfered 
with telegraphic communication, caus- 
ing great damago to business Interests 
and serious inconvenience to tha gen- 
eral public. Appeals were mado to me 
from many parts of the country, from 
cily councils, from boards of trade,- 
from chambers of commerce, and from 
labor organizations, urging , that steps 
be taken to terminate tho strike, 
Everything that could with any pro- 
priety bs done by a representative of 
the government was done without avail,' 
and for weeks the public stood by and 
suffered without recourso of any kind. 
Had' the machinery existed and - had 
there . been authority -for compulsory 
Investigation of the dispute, tho public 
would havo been placed In possession 
Of" the merits' of the controversy, and 
public opinion would probably have 
brought -about, prompt adjustment. 
"It la Idle" to hold that without good 



laws evils such aa child labor, ns the 
over-working of women, as the fail- 
ure to protect employes from loss of 
life or limb, can be effectively reached, 
any morn ths.ii the, evils of rebates, nnd 
stock-watering can ' bo • readied without 
good laws, ' To fall to slop these prac- 
tices by legislation means to force 
honest men into them, because other- 
wise the dishonest who surely will 
take advantage of them will have' 
everything their nwn way, If the; states 
will correct these evils, well and good! 
but the nation must stand ready to aid 
them, 

Inland Waterway ftystems 
Should lie Deevloped. 

"The conservation of our national re- 
sources and their proper use constitute 
the fundamental problem which under- 
lies almost every other problem of our 
national life. We must maintain for 
our civilization tho adequate material 
bnsls without which thnt civilisation 
cannot exist.' We must show foresight, 
wo must look abend. Aa a nation we 
not only enjoy a wonderful measuro of 
present prosperity but If this prosper- 
ity Is used aright It Is an earnest of 
future success such as no other nation 
will have. Tho reward of' foresight foi 
this nation Is great and easily foretold. 
Hut there , must be the look ahead, 
there mum -lie a realisation of the fnct 
that to waste, to destroy, our natural 
resources, to skin nnd exhaust the land 
Instead of using it so as to incrense Its 
usefulness, will result In undermining 
In the days of our children tho very 
prosperity which we ought by right to 
hand down to them amplified nnd devel- 
oped. Fnr the last few yearn, through 
several agencies, tho government has 
been endeavoring to get nur people to 
look nhcad nnd to substitute a planned 
and orderly development of our re- 
sources In place of a haphazard striv- 
ing for Immediate profit. Our great 
river systems should be developed ns 
national wntor hlghwnys; tho Missis- 
sippi, with its tributaries, nlandlng first 
In Importance, nnd tho Columbia sec- 
ond, although there aro many others of 
Importance on tho Pacific and Atlantic 
and the gulf slopes. .The national gov- 
ernment should undertake this work, 
and I hope a beginning will be made 
In the present congress; nnd tho great- 
est of nil our rivers, the Mississippi, 
should receive especial attention. From 
the Great Lakes to the mouth of tho 
Mississippi there should bo a deep wa- 
terway, with deep waterways leading 
from It to tho cast and the west. Such 
a waterway would practically mean 
the extension of our coast line Into the 
very heart of our country. It would be 
of incalculable benefit to our people. If 
begun at once It can bo carried through 
In time appreciably to relievo the con- 
gestion of our great freight-carrying 
lines of railroads. Tho work should he 
systematically nnd continuously carried 
forward In accordance with Homo well- 
conceived plan. Tho main streams 
should bo improved to tho highest 
point oT efficiency before tho Improve- 
ment of tho branches Is attempted; nnd 
tho work nhould bo kept free from 
every taint of recklessness or Jobbery." 

Attention is cnllcd to the work of Ir- 
rlgniion und reclamation of govern- 
ment lands. In the samo connection he 
asks for a revision of the public Innd 
taws along the lines proposed, by the 
public lands commission. Relieves the 
government should Increase Its efforts 
to conserve our forests and should In- 
crease by purchase tho existing forest 
preserves. On tho subject of the natural 
resources of the nation he says: - 

"tn the eastern United Slates the 
mineral fuels have already passed Into 
the hands of largo private owners, and 
those of tho west are rapidly following. 
It Is obvious that theso fuels should be 
conserved and not wasted, nnd It would 
bo well to protect the people against 
unjust nnd extortionate, prices, so fur 
as that can still bo done. What has 
been accomplished In the great oil 
fields of the Indian Territory by tha 
action of the administration offers a 
striking example of tha goad results 
of such a policy. In my Judgment the 
government should have the right to 
keep the fee of the coal, oil and gas 
Holds In Its own possession and to lease 
tho rights to develop them under 
proper regulations; or else. If the con- 
gress will not adopt this method, the 
coal deposits should be sold under lim- 
itations, to conserve them as public 
utilities, the right to mine coal being 
separated from tho title to tho soil. 
The regulations should permit coal 
lands to be worked In sufficient quan- 
tity by the several corporations. The 
present limitations have been absurd, 
excessive, and nerve no useful purpose, 
and often render It necessary that 
there should bo either fraud or else 
abandonment of the work of getting 
out the coal." 

Progress of tbe Work 
On tbe Panama Canal. 

"Work on the. Panama canal Is pro- 
ceeding In a highly satisfactory man- 
ner. In March the total excavation In 
tho Culebra Cut. where effort was 
chiefly concentrated, wan SIC, 370 cubic 
yards. In April this was Increased to 
813,527 cubic. yards. There was a con- 
siderable decrease In the output for 
Mny and June owing partly lo the ad- 
vent of the rainy, season and partly to 
temporary trouble with the steam 
shovel men over the question of wages. 
This trouble was settled satisfactorily 
to all parties and in July the total ex- 
cavation advanced materially and In 
August the grand total from all points 
In tho canal prism by steam shovels 
and dredges exceeded nil provlous 
United States records, reaching 1.274.- 
404 cubic yards. In September this rec- 
ord was ccllpsrd and a total of l,r. 17.- 
412 cubic yards was removed. Of this 
umount 1.481.307 cubic yards were from 
the canal prism and Sff,lut> cubic yards 
were from accessory works. Theso re- 
sults were achieved In the rainy sea- 
son with a rainfall In August of 11.89 
inches und in September of 11,01) Inches. 
Finally, In October, tho record was 
again eclipsed, the total excavation be- 
ing 1,868,726 cubic yards; a truly ex- 
traordinary record, especially In view 
of the heavy rainfall, which was 17.1 
Inches. In fact, experience during tho 
last two rainy seasons demonstrates 
thnt the rains aro a less serious ob- 
stacle to progress than has hitherto' 
been supposed. 

"Work on tho locks and- dams at 
Oatun, which began actively In March 
last, has advance' 1 so fnr thnt It la 
thought thot masunry work on "the 
locks can bo begun within l& months. 

"Last winter bids were requested and 
received for doing the work of canal 
construction by contract.. None of them 
was found to bn satisfactory and all 
wero rejected*"' It is the unanimous 
opinion of the present commission that 
the work can bo done better, mora 
cheaply, and more quickly by the gov- 
ernment than by private contractors, 
Fully 80 per cent, of the entire plant 
needed for construction has been, pur- 
chased or .contracted for; machine 
shops have been erected and equipped 
for making all .needed repairs to tho 
plant; many thousands of employes 
have been secured; un effective organi- 
sation has been perfected; a recruiting 
system Is in operation, which Is capable 
of furnishing more labor. than can bo 
used, advantageously; employes ' arc 
well- sheltered and wall fed; salaries 
paid are satisfactory, and the work is 
not only going forward smoothly, but 
It Is producing results-fur In advance 
of the roost snngulne anticipations. 
.Under these favorable condition*, a 
change In the method of prosecuting 
Jho-workj would be unwise and unjusti- 
fiable, for It would inevitably dlsorgan- 
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ise existing conditions, check progress, 
and Increase the cost and lengthen the 
time of completing the canal. 
President IteesmsarndM 
Postal Ravings flank*. 
'"I cormnhhd to tbe favorable consid- 
eration 'of the congress a postal sav- 
ings bank system, as recommended by 
tho postmaster general. The primary 
object Is to encourago among our peo- 
ple economy and thrift nnd by the use 
of postal savings banks to glvo them 
nn opportunity" tn husband their re- 
sources, particularly those who have 
not tho facilities at hand for depositing, 
their money in savings banks. Viewed, 
however, from "the experience of the 
past few weeks, It Is evident that the 
advantages of such nn Institution are 
still more far-reaching. Timid depos- 
itors have withdrawn their savings for 
tho time being from national banks; In- 
dividuals have hoarded their cash and 
tho worklngmen their earnings; all 
of which money has been withdrawn 
ond kept In hiding or In tho safe de- 
posit box to the detriment of pros- 
perity. Through the agency of tho pos- 
tal savings banks such money would be 
restored to the channels of trade, to 
tho mutual benefit of capital and labor. 
"I further commend lo the congress 
the consideration of tho postmaster 
general's recommendation for nn ex- 
tension of tho parcel post, especially on 
tho rural routes. There are now 39,- 
21ft rural routes, serving nearly 15.000,- 
000 people who do not have the ad- 
vantages of the Inhabitants of cities In 
obtaining their supplies. Those recom- 
mendations have been drawn up tn 
benefit the farmer and the country 
storekeeper; otherwise, I should not 
favor them, for I believe thnt It Is good 
policy for our government to do every- 
thing possible to aid tho smnll town 
and the country district. It Is desirable 
that the country merchant should not 
he crushed out. 

"Tho fourth-class postmnstcrs' con- 
vention has passed a very strong reso- 
lution In favor of placing the fourth - 
cluss postmasters under tho clvil-scrv- 
Ico law. The administration has al- 
ready put Into effect the policy of re- 
fusing to remove any fourth-class post- 
masters save for reasons connected 
with the good of the service; nnd it Is 
endeavoring so fnr an possible to re- 
move them from the domain of partisan 
politics. It would be n most desirable 
thing to put the fourth-class postmas- 
ters In the classified service," 

He renews bis recommendations of 
last year In regard to Alaska; calls at- 
tention to -the admission .of Oklahoma 
us a state; urges the Importance of pro- 
viding shipping relief for Hawaii; asks 
for citizenship for Porto Ricnns, and 
promises submission of Secretary 
Taffe report on Philippines when that 
official returns. 

He asks for the creation of n bureau 
of mines; recommends the providing or 
funds for preserving Tho Hermitage, 
the home of Andrew Jackson; and the 
erection of n naval monument at 
Vlcksburg, 

Corporation Contribution* 
to CompalRtt l-iprnxrw. 

"Under our form of government voting 
Is not merely a right but a duty, and, 
moreover, a fundamental and necessary 
duty If a man is to bo a good citizen. 
It is well to provide thnt corporations 
shall not contribute to presidential or 
national campaigns,- and furthermore to 
provide for the publication of both con- 
tributions and expenditures. There Is, 
however, always danger In laws of this 
kind, which from their very nature are 
dinicult of enforcement; tho danger being 
lest they be obeyed only by the honest, 
and disobeyed by the unscrupulous, so 
as to act only as a penalty upon honest 
men. Moreover, no such law would ham- 
per an unscrupulous man of unlimited 
means from buying his own way into of- 
fice. There Is u very' radical measure 
which would, I believe, work a substan- 
tial Improvement In our system of con- 
ducting a campaign, although I am well 
aware that It will take some time for 
people to so famlrlnrlte themselves with 
such a proposal a* to be willing to con- 
sider Its adoption. The need tor collect- 
ing large campaign funds would vanish it 
congress provided an appropriation for 
tho proper and legitimate expenses of 
each of tbe great national parties, an ap- 
propriation ample enough to meet the 
necessity for thorough organization and 
machinery, which requires a large" ex- 
penditure of money. Then the stipula- 
tion should be made that no party re- 
ceiving campaign funds from the trensury 
should accept more than a fixed amount 
from nny Individual subscriber or donor; 
and the necessary publicity for receipts 
and expenditures could without dUBeaKy 
be provided.** 

Wants Improvement lm the 
Ocean Mall Service-. 

"I call your especial attention tr> the un- 
satisfactory condition uf our foreign mail 
service, which, "because of the lack of 
American steamship lines, la now largely 
done through foreign lines, and which, 
particularly so far aa South and Central 
America are concerned. Is done in a man- 
ner which constitutes a serious barrier 
to the extensions of our commerce, 

"The lime bail come, In my Judgment, 
to set to work seriously to make our 
ocean mall service correspond mora 
closely with our recent commercial and 
political development, A beginning whs 
made by the ocean mall act of March 3. 
1801, but oven nt that time iho act wa.i 
known to bo Inadequate In various par- 
ticulars, Hlncu that time events have 
moved rapidly In our history. We have 
acquired Hawaii, the Plilllppinrs, and 
lesser Islands In tbe Faciflc. We are 
steadily prosecuting the great work of 
uniting at the Isthmus the waters of tho 
Atlantic and the Pacific. To a greater 
extent than seemed prubably even » 
dozen years ago we may look to an 
American future on tbe seu worthy of 
the tradition of our past. As the first 
step In that direction, and the step most 
feasible at the present time, I recommend 
the ox'.onslon of the ocean mail net of 
ism. That act has stood for some years 
free from successful criticism of Its prin- 
ciple and purpose. It was based on theo- 
rleSvOf the obligations of a great mari- 
time nation, undlrpuled-ln our own land 
and followed by other nntlons since tho 
beginning of steam navigation. Rrlcfly 
those theories -are,, that It is tho duty of 
a first-class .power so far fu» practicable 
to carry its ocean malls Under its own" 
Hag; that the fast ocean steamships and 
their crews, required for such mall serv- 
ice, are valuable auxiliaries 'to the sea 
power of a nation. Furthermore, tho 
construction of such steamships insures 
the maintenance In an efficient condition 
of the shipyards In which our battleships 
must be built. 

"Tho expenditure of public money f or 
the performance, of such necessary func- 
tions .of government Is certainly war- 
runted, nor is-lt necessary to dwell upon 
the incidental benefits to our - foreign 
commerce, to tho shipbuilding Industry 
and to ship awning and navigation which 
will accompany the discharge of tbesn 
urgent public duties, though they, too, 
should have weight." 

Asks Increase In Pay 

for Army Officers and Men.. 

•'The president devote* much space to 
the affairs of the army, and strongly 
iirt:cs that our regular military organi- 
zation be kept up to the highest possible 
standard of efficiency, and says: 

"The inedlcul corps should bo much 
Greater than the needs of our rcKUla- 
arroy Jn^war, Yet at present it la small- 
er than Iho needs at tho service demand 
oven In pence. Tho Spanish war. oc- 
curred, less than ten years ago. The 
chief loss we suffered In It was by ills. 
ease among tho regiments which never 
left thU' country. At tha moment tho 
nation utcrr.cd deeply Impressed by ills. 



fact: yet seemingly It has already been) 
forgotten, for not the slightest effort 
has been made to prepare a nteuicai 
corps of sufficient size to .prevent ma 
repetition of tho samo disaster on a 
much larger scalo If wo should ever be 
cm caged in a serious .conflict, 

"jlul "the medical department Is not the 
only department for which Increased pro- 
vision should be made. The rntn of pay 
for the officers should,, bo greatly In- 
n-rased', there t« no higher type of citizen 
than the American regular officer, and ha 
should have a fair reward for Ills ad- 
mirable work. There attuld be n rela- 
tively even greater Increase In tho psy for 
the enlisted mnn. An espedal provision 
should bo made for establishing, grades 
equivalent lo those of warrant urflcor* In 
the navy, which should bo open to the 
enlisted men who serve sufficiently long 
and who do their work well, Inducements 
should bo offered sufficient to encourage 
really good men to make the army a life 
occu'psllon. Tho prime needs of our prcs- 
ent army' Is to secure and retain compe- 
tent nonCommlsslomsd- officers. This diffi- 
culty rests fundamentally on the ques- 
tion of pay. The noncommissioned offlenr 
dries not correspond with an unskilled la- 
borer; ho corresponds to tho best typo of 
rkllled workman or lo the subordinate 
urtlclal In civil Institutions. Wages have 
creatly Increased In outside- occupations 
In the Inst W years nnd the pay of the 
soldier, like the pay of the officers, should 
lie proportionately Increased. Tho first 
sergeant of a company, If a good man, 
must be one of such executive nnd ad- 
ministrative nblllty, nnd such .knowlcdgo 
of his trade, ns to bo worth fnr more than 
we at present pay him. Tho same Is true 
of the reKlmenliil sergonnt major. Thesa 
men should ho men who had fully re* 
snlvcd to make the army a llfo occupa- 
tion and I hey should be able to look for- 
ward to am pie reward; while only men 
properly qualified should ho given a 
chance to secure these final rewards. The 
Increase over the present pay need not 
he great In the lower grades for the first 
tine or two enlistments, but the Increase 
nhould bo marked for the noncommis- 
sioned officers of tho upper grades who 
servo long enough to mako It evident that 
tho/ Intend to stay permanently 1ft the 
army, while additional pay should ba 
given for high qualifications in target 

practice. . ■.■ ' 

"Among the officers there ahould be 
severe examinations to weed out the 
unfit up to the grade of major. From 
that position on appointments should 
bn solely by selection and It ahould be 
understood thnt a man of merely av- 
erage cnpndty could never get beyond 
the position of major, while every man 
who serves In any grade a certain 
length of time prior to promotion to 
the next grade without getting' tho 
promotion to the next grade ahould bo 
forthwith retired." 
I 'res 1.1 cot Sees Seed of 
Largely Increased Xitry. * 

The president asks for a continuous 
increase In the navy, nnd asks present 
congress for appropriations for four 
now battleships, and says; 

"Wo iteinl always to remember that 
In time of war the navy Is not to be 
used to defend harbors and aea-coast 
cities; wo should perfect our system of 
const fortifications. .Tho only efficient 
use for the navy Is for offense. The 
only way In which tt can efficiently pro- 
tect our own coast against tho possible , 
action of a foreign navy Is by destroy- 
ing that foreign navy. For defense 
ngaliiHl a hostile licet which, actually 
attacks them, the coast cities must de- 
pend Upon their forts, mines, torpedoes, 
submarines nnd torpedo boats and de- 
stroyers. All of theso together are ef- 
ficient for defensive purposes, hut they 
In no way supply the place of n thor- 
oughly eftlclent nuvy capahle of acting . 
on the offensive: for parrying never yet 
won it fight. It can only be won by 
hard hi ling, nnd an aggressive sea-go- 
ing navy alone can do this hard hitting 
of the offensive type. Dot Iho forts* 
and the like are necessary so that the < 
navy may ho footloose. In lime or war 
there Is euro to be demand, under pres- 
sure of fright, for tho ships to be scat- 
tered so as to defend nil kind of porta. 
Under penalty of terrible disaster, this 
demand must be refused. The ships 
mnst be kept together, and their ob- 
jective made tho enemies' fleet. If 
fortifications are sufficiently strong, no 
modern nnvy wtll venture to attack 
them, so long as the foe has In exist- 
ence a hostile navy of anything like 
the same size or efficiency, But unless 
there exists such a navy then the forti- 
fications are powerless by themselves 
to secure the victory. For of course 
the mere deficiency means that any 
resolote enemy can at his leisure com- 
bine all his forces upon one point with 
the certainty that he can take It. 
Gtres Itrasons for Despatch 
Of Flref te the I'nclfir. 

"Until oar battle fleet Is much larger 
than nt present It should never be split 
Into detachments so fnr apart that they 
could not In event of emergency bo 
speedily united. Our coast line ks on 
the Pacific Just ns much as on the At- 
lantic. The Interests of. California. 
Oregon and Wash Inn ton uro as em- 
phutfeufty the Interests of the whole 
union as those of Maine and Now York, 
of Louisiana and Texas. Tho battle 
ffeet shonld now and then be moved to 
the Tactile. Just as at other times It 
should he kept tn the Atlantic When 
the Isthmian canal Is built the transit 
of the bottle fleet from one ocean to 
tha other will bo comparatively easy, 
Until It Is built I earnestly .hope that 
the battle fleet will be thus shifted be- 
tween the two oceans every year' or 
two. The marksmanship on alt our 
ships has Improved phenomenally dur- 
ing the last five years. Jin til 'within 
the Inst two or three, years It wus not 
possibly to train a battle fleet tn squad- 
ron maneuvers under service conditions, 
and It Is only during these Inst two or 
three years that the training under 
these conditions has. become really ef- 
fective. Another nnd most necessary 
stride. In advance Is now being taken, 
'the battle fleet Is nbont starting by 
tha Straits of Magellan to visit the 
Pacific coast. Slxtoen battleships are 
going under the command of Rear Ad- 
miral Evans, while eight armored 
cruisers and two other hattlcshlps will 
meet him at Sun Francisco, .whither 
certain torpedo destroyers are -also go- 
ing. No licet of such size' has ever 
mado such a voyage, und It will be of 
very great educational uuo to all en- 
gaged In it. Ths,4bnly way by which ta 
tench olHccrs and men how to handle 
tho (loot so as to meet every possible 
strain and emergency In tlmo of war. la 
to havo them practice under > similar 
conditions In time of pence. Moreover, 
thu only way to'lhid out our actual 
needs Is to porrorm In tlmo of peace 
whatever maneuvers mlirtit be neces- 
sary In tlmo of war. After war-la' de- 
clared It Is too late to find.. out the 
needs; that means to Invito . disaster, 
The trip to the Pacific will show what 
some of our needs aro and will" enable 
us to provide- for them. The' proper 
place for an ofllcor to learn his duty 
Itfat'sea, and tho only way In which a 
navy can over bo made efficient Is by 
practice at sen, under all; the condi- 
tions which would have to bo met If 
war existed."

The first count charges that on June 
13, 1907, tho company devised a 
scheme to obtain money by false pre- 
tenses from Dr. C, P.' Spring. of Des 
Moines by selling him white lead that 
Sears- Roebuck claim to have made. 
The Indictment alleges It was made 
by others, A second count is on a 
ring bought by R. H, Miles, and 
the third count Is tho sending of an- 
other ring, alleged to have been mis- 
represented, through the malls.

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EDITORIAL NOTES. 

The least result of the conference of tin- 
Central American (dutes, now in waion in 
Washington. Hint ia comuieiiaanite with 
the fxiyt'iuiifs of the Munition, will bo n 
treaty of pence between ihe state*, anil such 
a treaty is necefctury to prevent the #itr- 
faro in winch the isthmian section of the 
continent bus lonft been subject. BuL 
more than this, the conference affords nit 
exceptional opportunity far these live stated 
lo adjust their financial, educational, (lim- 
itary and industrial ivitetus, which are so 
widely at variance and it is the cnrncil 
bope of all Americans that they will accept 
it to the limit of its possibilities. 



There is every indication that the sub- 
ject of financial legislation will be debated 
extensively in the coming session of Con- 
gress, in spite of Ihe fact that Speaker 
Cannon has been of tbe contrary opinion, 
an opinion shared by gome of the leaders 
of the senate. Alany plans are prorosed 
and suggefttionft made iu to tbe currency 
needs of the country, but the proposition 
of a "Federal central bank of issue" es- 
poused by Senator Huns borough, u member 
of the financa committee, is considered the 
most likely idea of all, and it U known 
that the President looks upon it with favor. 
After all, it may be Unit the financial crisis 
of 1907 will revolutionize tbe financial 
methods of the government and in its re- 
sults may prove a blessing to the nation. 



Whatever doubt may have remained in 
tbe minds of the most sceptical I as to the 
sincerity of tbe President's hastirance that 
he will regard the efforts of Federal office* 
holders to promote his presidential boom, 
or their perruilttnu themselves to be sent 
as instructed delegate-* to the Republican 
national convention, as an official impro- 
priety, hns been most effectually removed 
by the publication of the President's letter 
on tbe subject, in which he makes his mean- 
ing perfectly clear and unmistakable. "You 
will notify such office-holders as is necessary 
ihiit their acceptance 'of election as ■ dele- 
gates for the purpose of their advocating 
euch indorsement will be considered a ser- 
ious violation of oificial propriety and will 
be dealt with accordingly." There is noth- 
ing subtle or amhiguour in this sentence. 
It is a plain statement of the President's 
wishes in the matter, and must be taken as 
such even by tho«e politicians who have 
lost no opportunity to impugn the motives 
of Mr. Roosevelt in almost every move or 
appointment to otfice, that he has made. 



The political orunizntion planned for the 
Philippine Islands by the civil government 
act of July 1, has been completed in the 
election, by the Philippine legislature, of 
two emu mission era to represent the archi- 
pelago at Wiishington find to sit in the 
lower house of Congress.

But 
for nine inscrutable reason, the senate ha* 
held out for a discrimination, which can 
be based on either economical nor political 
grounds. If it is any assistance to these 
people for us to take their products rather 
than the similar products of foreign coun- 
tries, it is only justice and good policy on 
our part to do so, and especially as our In- 
dustries ore in no way threatened by tbeir 
industries. Their progress should be a

While till** marked Im-i-ense appeared 
for those seeking etiijiloymeiit It was 
shown there had been a' greater In- 
ei-ense In the demand from employer*- 
for help. The Increase In applications 
from employers was 10,:i31. In enm- 
meiitlug upon tbe tlguros the report 
snys: 

"These numbers of course represent 
only the persons whose. names lire un- 
rolled on the books, while hi nddltlon 
t ii ere are perhups ninny times the num- 
ber who call at these olllcoa nnd ask 
numerous questions. So It will he 
evident that the persons In clmrgc of 
these olllees are kept busy during nil 
of the oilh-e hours of eneh tiny." 

The report says that some criticism 
hns heon innde In different quarters 
that persons applying for employment 
nt the state free offices are not of n 
skilled class.

| registered during. the yenr for posi- 
tions In such occupations classed as 
clerical, commercial, profession id, 
trndes aud trnn sport ntlons, 0,372 "wcro 
secured -positions.- -For females In the 
same occupations, excepting transport- 
ation, positions were secured tor 7,002, 
who are engaged in occupations de- 
manding more or less trained anility.

_ /The report gives particular atten- 
tion to the work of employment agen- 
cies hi securing positions for paroled 
convicts Who desire to ' reform . nnd 
mnke a new start In life. In this 
connection It, says: 

• "The wholesome Infiuenco such of- 
fices ore capable of exerting upon so- 
ciety, has been demonstrated ■ in the 
facilities they have furnished to cer- 
tain unfortunate classes of the com- 
munity. Governor Qcnedii,. believing 
that the humnnlforlnh side of this 
work could bo Improved upon, urged 
that special attention be given to se- 
curing homes nnd employment for 
paroled convicts.. Men who ha vo been 
punished for breaking, tho law nre en- 
titled upon their release to have an 
equnl elm nee with others to earn an 
benefit living. This Is usunlly denied, 
tlienv .because of a fn Is e public senti-

In secur- 
ing plnrcn for this elnss-of our peo- 
ple no attempt in made to concent 
anything, the facts" tn each ease being 
fully explained to the employers, to 
whom- much credit Ih due for the puli- 
lle spirit they huvo shown in their 
willingness to aid such people. Homes 
aud reiuimiTatlvc employment have 
been secured for over one hundred 
pnroled convicts within a period of 
eight months." 

For n time there was some preju- 
dice against the free employment 
agency on the purt of the employer. 
This had no suhRtnntlnl foundation 
and was due entirely to the fact that 
the slate employ incut agency was -a 
novelty. Recently employers hnve 
learned thnt excellent rosultH cnu he 
obtained by applying to the agendo* 
for help, and they arc now attended 
freely hy n class of men seeking em- 
ployment. The efforts of the' state 
agents lo secure and. furnish nccunite 
Information regarding the employes is 
reeofnilKod nnd appreciated. As the 
work Is extended employers' wilt rely 
more nnd more upon, Ihe state olllees 
and they will become of greater as- 
sistance to Ihe unemployed. 

In exam! ii big the figures of the an- 
nual report for Inst year It Is fojmd 
that of those registering and desirous 
of securing employment 73.10 per cent, 
wore mules and 20,00 per cent, fe- 
males. Of Ihe number of employers 
seek bur help 00.O5 per cent, were males 
nml 30.02 per cent, females. This In- 
dlentes that (lie proportionate demand 
for feu ule help Is greatly In excess 
of the demnud for male employes, 
especially hy those desiring household 
help.

The West side, nlllee shows thnt S1.0J 
per cent, of the positions secured wero 
for males; Peoria office, 7,"i,S3 per 
ccnL: Smith side office, 72.71 percent., 
and the Nor tit side olllce, 58.38 por 
cent. For positions secured for fe- 
male upid lea tits the North side office 
shows -J 1.02 per cent,, which Is a 
Varge number In proportion to the 
oilier offices. The West side otllee 
gives the highest per cent. The po- 
sitions secured for males was 73.ri2 
per cent, and for females 20,48 per

In Ihe record and, recapitulation of 
the work' done by the oincevs during 
the seven years .they have been In 
operation It Is found that ,103,210 
males have registered ns np*Vlcunis 
for employment and thnt during (he 
same period 181,283 employers regis- 
tered as want lug help. Of those want* 
ing employment 107,343 were placed 1 
In positions. From the totals given 
It Is disclosed that 80.71 per cent, se- 
cured positions and 00.02 per cent, of 
the employers obtained help. Au.ong 
the class of occupations that nf cler- 
ical service shows the most percent ago 
of applicants, st> curing employment and 
the highest percentage of help fur- 
nished to employers. 

Attention Is culled to the large per- 
centages of positions secured during 
the series of yeiirs, tD the numbers 
who have classed under the occupa- 
tions us agricultural, comprising farm 
hands, gardeners, harvest ha mis.

as cooks, housemen, porters etc, nnd 
man u a I labor which hi eludes laborers 
of nil kinds, also railroad laborers;

SCORES O F MINERS BURIED 

ENTOMBED BY TERRIBLE EXPLO- 
SION OF BLACK DAMP.' 



Many Lives May Be Lost as Reault 

of Mine Disaster at Payette 

City, Pa. 



Monongahela. — Between 50 and 
CO miners are entombed In tho Naomi 
mine of the United Mine Coal com- 
pany at Fayette City as the result 
of an explosion of black damp at eight 
o'clock Sunday night 

It Is thought many are dead behind 
tons of rock nnd coal, which fell dur- 
ing the concussion and blocked tho 
entrance. 

The explosion was caused. It Is said, 
when a miner with an open lamp en- 
tered one of tho old workings. Medi- 
cal aid has been sent from Mononga- 
hela andl surrounding towns. 

The mine, la of the shaft type and 
the concrete sides of the entry wore 
broken down so as to completely close 
the passage back a considerable dis- 
tance. About 100 feet from ' tho en- 
trance Is located the first, alrshaft and 
from this deadly gas is pouring in 
great volumes. The gas found In 
mines In this territory Is so poisonous 
that no human being can live In it for 
more than a few minutes, and for this 
reason It is not believed a single one 
of the entombed men Is still alive. 

One man, an unidentified foreigner, 
managed to climb to the top of the 
first slrsbaft but dropped dead there. 
No sign of Dfo has come from the 
others. > 

.Drytown, Cat — Through the he- 
roic efforts of Manager - Goodall and 
a large force of 'minors, who labored 
all Saturday night and Sunday, fire at 
the Fremont mine, where 11 miners 
wore entombed, was put under control. 
Tbe Long mo nth drift, where the fire 
raged, Is being explored by a rescuing 
party of miners, who wore? lowered in- 
to the shaft Sunday afternoon. There 
fs some hope that tbe 11 workmen 
have found shelter In one of the side 
drifts and may still be alive,

Illinois Bureau of Labor Statistics 
Reveals Some Interest- 
ing Facts.

SprltiBlIold, III,, Not. 10.— In It* 
twenty-lift h nnnvinl report tbe Illinois 
Bureau of Labor Statlnllca makes a 
•uggculion wlilcti may become tlie 
basis of fnt nre legislative action In 
tbt -way of extending ttie work of the 
bureau. Attention Is called to Uie fact 
that, because .of lnsumclent fund", it 
fas not been possible to keep a con* 
Unuous ntnl complete record of all the 
productive interest* of the Rtute, ami 
tt is urged that tbls be done. 

Tbo a ljuruiu him, for tweury-fiTe 
years, kept a record of the con) in- 
diiBtry, n nd its thoroughness 'nml Vflllio 
is unquestionably n strong argiimiiit 
ha favor of recording, with similar de- 
tail, ttie statistics of other Industrie*. 
This record Is also an index to the 
great amount of work done In one of 
the modest departments of the Mute 
government, concerning which the gen- 
erol public baa heard very little. The 
record Is I uteres ting as well as valu- 
able. 

There has been a wonderful growth 
In the production of coal in Illinois 
place the (lrnt report was Issued by 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics. Then 
It was 11,01 7,OtlO tons annutillj; now 
It Is 88.317,(181 tons. Then 'JO ,2110 men 
wore given employment In the Indus- 
try; now tb« number of men employed 
Is 02,233. 

Great Chnnjte In Ten Years, 

Tbo record of the bureau shows tlmt 
the gTcnlest progress In Ibe business 
of. coal mining 1ms been made since 
the year 1&07. During these ten years 
the annual production bus increased 
18,22v»,823 tons, or 01 per cent. With 
tnls growth there hus beeti u won- 
derful change In the Industry, both 
materia! and sodul. New methods 
have been adopted In mining nnd tbe 
men are surrouuded with conditions 
which were not dreamed .of twenty- 
five years ago. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics has 
played an Important part in the 
changes which have come about 51 any 
of the new -methods employed are the 
result of investigations nnd Informa- 
tion secured through the department. 
It hns been active, too, in securing 
batter tilings for the men employed 
the Industry, and the milling laws 



fV the protection of life nnd properly 
aro oliber its work or tho .result of 
Information and statistics collected by 
the department. 

It is now ten years since the pres- 
ent administration -of the bureau took 
bold. During the Intervening nevlwl 
tho uniform work dny of eight hours 
has been established In the Industry; 
the wages of miners hove increased , 
In soii.o instance* 100 per cent.; tho 
BO-enlled truck system has been abol- 
ished; tbe gross- weight plau of paying 
mlnera ban gone Into effect, and nu- 
merous nbuses which caused friction 
between the miners and opera tora 
have been obliterated. These things, 
for the most part, have henn brought 
about by the organization, both of 
miners and operators, hut those con- 
nected with tho state bureau' claim a 
share of the credit for Initiating and 
assisting In bringing ubout many re- 
forms, 

CnretrM Use or Powder. 

An example of what the bureau Is 
Accomplishing nloiig tills line Is* given 
In the coin meat made in the annual 
report on a single Item of the stalls-, 
tics. This tins to do with the amount 
of powder used In the mines ami as 
showing the prnetlcnl character of the 
department's work It Is valuable. After 
tpioUtig ifgures from one of the statis- 
tical tnbles In the detailed report, the 
following observations are Hinder 

"The table shows that 1,027,373 kegs 
of powder were used, producing an 
average of 83.25 tons per keg, Where 
the mining Is done exclusively by ma- 
chines the product was 101 tons. In 
the powder-using mines where ma- 
chines arc not employed the product 
was* 27 tons to the keg. 

"Those llgurcs cannot bo construed 
In any other light than a criticism 
either of the (nullification of the men 
now employed In tho mines or ns n 
rebuke to their work methods. It re- 
quires no further Inquiry to condemn 
any system of mining necessitating 
the use of powder where tho actual 
results, ns In this ense, yield but a 
fraction over one ton to every pound 
of powder burned. 

"These facts, regrettable as they 
nre, fully confirm nnd justify, In the 
Interest of life, the necessity for and 
the' wisdom of that provision of tbe 
recent law requiring that all employes 
shall be nut of the mines during tbe 
i process of blasting. In ttie fnce of 
such n situation, the merest consid- 
eration for human welfare demands 
tlmt nu unskilled hand should not be 
permitted to touch n deadly explosive 
where the. life or nn Innocent person 
inny be involved." 

In this same connection the burenn 
makes a rt'commendutlon which Is Il- 
lustrative of the Influence It tins been 
able to exert in securing legislation 
for the betterment of mine com mis- 
sions. It suggests a new plan for tbt* 
handling of explosives In mines which 
contemplated the employment of a 
corps of practical men In each mine. 
In support of this proposition the bu- 



reau n note* from Us statistics to 
prove tlujrt the 1 system suggested li 
feasible and nays: 
, Savins of Life Important. 
*Thls system would leave to the so- 
called miners the work chiefly of load- 
ing, con), a tnHk for which only most 
of them are adopted. Nothing short 
of a plan of .this kind will salve the 
problems which tho situation presents. 
It Is n useless waste of valuable time 
enacting laws requiring that only so 
much powder shall bo usedi that drill' 
holes shall be made. at a certain angle 
from the free fnce of tbe coal, etc. 

"Those are terinu that only those 
educated in Hie business imdoratuiiU, 
and but very few of that class are 
now In the mines, Such regulations 
might ; be effective If made for 1 the 
guidance nf lu tell (gent men specially 
fitted for that work, but not other- 
wise, Objection's to the plan hero sug- 
gested, which Is in fact but tin cxten* 
slon nnd completion of the present 
system of shot tiring, may be urged 
on the ground of expense, and that 
whether tbe operator, tbe miner, or 
both contribute to meet it 

"A sutllclent reply to such an ar- 
gument if founded on facts would be 
Hint the saving of life Is a consider- 
atloti more Important than the saving 
of dollars. The work of drilling holes 
and preparing shots would add con- 
siderably to tho present duties of the 
shoMlrcrs nnd consequently require 
the employment of more men, probn< 
My three times tho number now em- 
ployed In that connection. 

"Would this nccessnrlly mean more 
expense? The purpose of tin* plan Is 
nut ii lo ne to save life through the 
more careful nnd Intelligent prepara- 
tion of allots, but also to -avoid tbe 
loss consequent upotl the burning of 
so much unnecesaary powder. This 
report shows that 1,027,373 kegs of 
powder, equal to 13,000 tons, were 
burned In the mines thin year, being 
an Increase of nearly 00,000 kegs over 
1003. 



UrKCB Trained Bliot-Ffrera. 
"Powder at prevailing prices sells 
for $1,75 per keg of twenty- live 
pounds. According to this calculation 
tbe miners paid In lOOtt for powder 
olono neaTly $1,800,000. Much of this 
property, representing .great value, 
was practically wasted lu tbe bands 
of Incompetent men. It Is entirely 
safe to state that fully one-half of 
tbe powder used was burned, not In 
making, but in destroying coal. 

"If the use or powder In the hands 
of trained men could perform double 
' the work, ns we think It would, then 
j under the present practice tho direct 
, money loss to the miners was equnl 
• to J! >oo.OOO; say big nothing of the loss 
sustained by the mining plant, nnd tho 
consuming public, accruing from the 
production of nn Inferior quality of 
coal, Instead of nn additional ex* 
pense under the plnn proposed the 
saving effected would prove the best 
financial Investment the mining in- 
dustry could mnke." 



Tho statistics collected by the bureau 
concerning the loss of life. In mines 
nre nn Interesting feature of tbo re- 
port. Figures arc given from four- 
teen con I -producing states, Including 

Great Britain, I Illinois stands 

twelfth In the niitnUsr of lives lost, 
hsffcd upon the mi muni of coal pro- 
duced. Considering that Illinois stands 
next to Pennsylvania as a coal-pro- 
diiclng stnie, this Is regarded 'as a 
crcdltnbla snowing, but tlm bureau 
suggests that proper regulations would 
further reduce tho loss of life. Con- 
cerning the effect of the new shot- 
flrers law passed In 1008 the report 
says: 

"While tho experience of this first 
year under the shot -flrers' law sus- 
tains the contention that Its adoption 
would diminish ttie number of fatali- 
ties due to such cnttscs, It would bo 
unfair to confine, our Judgment of tbe 
ultimate effects of the law's operation 
to tbe results shown by the present 
year for tho reason tlmt many of 
those accepting tho position of shot- 
,ttrer had' no provlous ( experience In 
snch work; besides, the greater num- 
ber of lives were lost and the mosv 
property destroyed In consequence of 
Orlng shots drilled In the solid in en- 
tries or other narrow work. 

'"Hit* practice was In open viola- 
tion of the word and spirit of the law, 
which prohibits nnyoiio from drllllnnor 
shooting what Is known ns a dead 
bole. Had this provision of the law 
been observed the Uvea rif many of 
the ahot-flrers who were killed would 
have been spared. Unfortunately In 
the case of n few, their deaths wore 
due cither to Ignorance of their duties 
or grqss nnd Inexcusable negligence, 
.There Is every reason to expect, pnrt- 
ly from a better knowledge of the 
work nnd tbe exercise of greater care, 
that tho number of accidents from 
these cases In the future will be re- 
duced to a minimum, 

"Accidents, particularly In nn occu- 
pation ns hazardous ns that of coal 
mining, BeemB to sustain n certain 
relation to the volume of tbe product 
nnd the number of men employed. 
Both ns to men and tons the number 
employed and tbe output this year ex- 
ceed that of any similar period, while 
compared with the record of the last 
few years there has been n substan- 
tial red lief Ion In the number of fntn li- 
lies resulting from tbe use of powder."
